Dr. Clark, speaking at a meet “
[ing in the home of Mrs. Donald
Randolph, Palos Verdes Estates, |
stressed the importance of YW |
aid in the refugee problem, both |
in this country and abroad.

“Fpar,” she explained, “fear of
war, religious persecution, and
poverty, is the reason most ref-
ugees leave their homeland.” She
added that immigrants are often |
a drain on the economy of the |
country at first entry, however
after integration they represent
a gain; whereas the countries
they leave suffer a distinet eco-
nomic loss.

Dr. Clark ended the address by
urging YW members to advocate
legislation to ' assist refugees to
obtain visas for family groups,
and to help those now in this;
country to feel at home.
